Adjutantwould wish to see' the dear 
General, i Surely it ought not to 
be necessary to bring hcj away from 
that post of danger she so really 
loves in order to get a bit of money 
tb help the starvuig and boinelcst 
and despairing people around herf 
Can we not send it to her without 
that lonely, perilous walk to Ostend? 
Ought not we to send it, especially 
in view of those little savings being 
already gone? Of all the suilerers 
from this war, the Belgians seem to 
as to be the most worthy of the 
sytnpathy of other nations. The Ger- 
mans themselves have exprcMeu 
their sorrow for the dreadful con- 
dition in which Belgium finds her- 
self and for the awful events which 
have been transpiring in her midst.

And it was that enthusiasm kuidted 
I believe at the Cross of Jesus, and 
fanned into a flame by the enaniple 
of my own dear people, which ^ve 
mc hope for the lost and the worst 
oi the whole world.

...Looking back now over that forty 
years, a period longer than the 
average of human life, Lwo^ facts 
stand out above alt the rest, and I 
want to glorify God for them. My 
life has teemed with interest Events 
of moment have crowded on events 
of still greater moment. There is 
scarcely an emotion which has stir- 
red mankind that has not in some 
way touched me during that time 
Literature, polilics^-uf the liish^'t 
kind— much that belongs 10 uic 
worid in contemporary thought, 
worid problems which concern the 
whole race of man, national and in- 
temational influcnees and teiide.ii- 
cicB, all these have in some degree 
come within the range of my visiort 
of experience, and in the midst of all 
I have becii taken lip with that - 
which is the most fascinating of all 
human interests— action s action, as 
I believe, for the good of my,

But when I review it all, every- 
thing looks smaH by the side of these 
two facts. One, the -unfihanEing, , 
illimitable Mercy of God shown to 
me in all my need and to thousands 
whom I know, by the grace of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Two, the love and 
eonCdenee, often beautified by the 
truest gratitude, which have been 
manifested to mc by the people of all 
lands for whom 1 have laboured, es- 
pecially by ray dear comrades of The 
Salvation Army.
